Four Mysterious Murders in one 


Night—Murderers Unknown. 
Saturday night was rife with the fell spirit 


of murder, there being no less than three 
victims, two of whom died under the knife, 
and the other is past all hopea of recovery. 
The first case occurred at a boarding house 
kept by Mrs. Murphy, near the comer of 
Myrtle and Third streets, and although 
there were several persons in the house at 
the time, the whole matter is a mystery, and 
they cither do not know or will not tell any- 
thing definite a' ut the matter. 


The only clue that could be o bta-'ned was, 


that about 11 o'clock that night, a man 
came into the house where several of them 
were sitting and called a man by the name 
ot Carr, out, who in a few moments returned 
and siated that he had been stabbed; ar.u 
expired in a few minutes afterwards.

They 
srofess to give a description ".' tho man who 
Jailed Carr out, and the police thonght that 
TOSsibly it might be a man of the name'of 
Patrick Shea. This suspicion, however, is 
vague and unsatisfactory. 
The victim in 


this instance was an Irishman, and a deck 
hand on the river. 


The next case was that of a German, by 


the name of Christian Heinz. He, in a 
party with three others, were standing on 
Almond stree., when two men came along, 
and Heinz made some remark to them, 
when one of them drew a knife, and plung- 
into the crowd commenced an indiscriminate 
slaughter. Heinz, receiving the first wound 
—a norrible one in the region of the sto- 
mach, and another in the breast—fell and 
died in a short time a.';enyards. The other, 
whose name is Greigert, was also frightfully 
cut, and was conveyed to the hospital, where 
late last evening he lie in a state, of stupor, 
and is probably dead this morning. 
The 


victims were Germans—one a tailor and the 
other a shoemaker. 


So sudden and unexpected was the at- 


tack, that they cannot even give a vague 
description of the murderer or murderers, or 
anything'that would lead to their detec- 
' »n. 


A man named Jacob Flach, last evening, 


about dark, was knifed in the neighborhood 
of Uie Iron Mountain Rai'road depot, and 
was unable to speak when our informant left. 
There is no probability of his recovery.— 
The circumstances connected with it are not 
vet known, nor had the assassin been arrest- 
ed.—St. Louis Sepub.,April 13.
